Shall Forty ‘Small States Decide the Destiny 
_ of the Anglo-Saxon Race?- -

Germany, Austria and Hungary 
outaide ‘the comity of nations, 
dumps everywhere the products 
of slave labour. - 

India {s stilt arguing on the edge 
of a racial war. Japan.and China 
are fighting. while the League of 
Nations, kept going by English 
money, talks about sanctions, 
which no one will execute. Truly 
a dolorous and dangerous pros- 
pect. 

Ruinous Gold. 

Emergency legislation is always 
‘perilous, but in certain conditions 
inevitable. We had plenty of 
emergency acts during the war, 
some of which are stil! with us. 
The risks which’ surround Great 
Britain to-day are mostly the con- 
sequences of the reckless manner 
in which we waged the war, and 
must be countered by more emer- 
gency. legislation, or Orders in 
Council, afterwards . ratified by 
Parliament. 

It {is caleulnted that America 
draws annually from’ Europe 
£70,000,000 which, owing to tariffs, 
cannot be paid in goods, Some 
time ngo 1 pointed out in these 
columns that if ‘the United States 
persisted in this sold-sucking 
policy a European combination 
would. be formed against Wasbing- 
ton, 

France pursues the same policy, 

. though from more mixed motives. 
The love of power, glory and re- 
venge strive for the possession of 
the Frenchman's soul with his 
love of money. The loss in bricks 
and mortar and agriculture caused 
by the war has been paid for, over 
and over again. . 

Industry Over-Stimulated. 

But France wants to keep Ger- 
many and the succession States 
poor, so that she may dominate 
Europe as Germany did twenty 
years ago. It is curious how in- 
variably a surplusage of gold ruins 
nations. The payments by: the 
French after 1871 did Germany no- 
thing but harm, as is now admit- 
ted. The accumulation of gold in 
American banks was the main

eanse of the crash of ‘80, which 


ia not over to-day. 


Jf this sucking-up of gold ‘by 
American and French pistons in- 


‘fured only those two couritries it 


would be bad enough, but .jt is the 
cause of the overproduction which 
in ‘its turn has resulted in the 
world slump. To pay their debts 


to America and France.the indus- |~ 


try of Europe .and the East has 
been over-stimulated,..and whole- 
sale products ‘have been thrown 
on the markets at prices below the 
cost of production. 

In order to pay American money 
which we borrowed to carry on 
the war, while America was gét- 
ting ready, which we spent ‘in 
America, and which we have paid 
for in blood many times over, ‘Bri- 
tons have to pay direct taxes rang- 
ing from'25 to 60 per cent. of 
their Incomes, and-are rapidly ‘con- 
suming capital by death duties. 

Mr. MacDonald . spenks with 
gratitude of President Hoover's one- 
year moratorium. for war debts 
and reparations. The one -year 
-will have to be extended to infin- 
ity, unless our civilisation is to 
be extinguished by civil wars and 
Yevolutions. Nothing but the can- 
eellation of all war debts and -re- 
parations can restore the world’s 
peace, 

Another Moratorium. ° 

What is the League of Nations? 
Forty to forty-five small States, 
who can’t fire a shot or pay a 
bean, against five or six great 
Powers who are drifting towards 
the abyss. Are‘the votes of Po- 
land, Peru, Jugo-Slavia and Guh- 
temaln to decide the destiny of the 
Anglo-Saxon race? 

The shirt is nearer than the 
coat. There is another and :a 
nearer ‘moratorium which will 
have to be proclaimed by the 
National Governthent, a» mora- 
torium for direct: tixation—that Is, 
income-tax, surtax,: rents and rates. 
The: burthen must immediately jbe 
shared between direct.and indirect 
taxation in the shape of Customs 
duties, .whether accompanied by 
excise or not. 

Direct and indfrect taxation used 
to be almost. equally. divided, but

Cape Town ies the oldest aes in 
Southern Africa, but Durban has 
for some years now displaced it'as 
the busiest port. Fifty years ago 
it was of littl consequence, for 
then most of the overseas trading 
was done with Cape Town, Cargo 
and passengers from the mail 
ateamers were transferred into lit- 
tle coasters, but at that time the 
tiny clippers ‘of Bullard King’s 
Natal Line and J. T. Kennie and 
"|Sons’ Aberdeen Line were trading 
between London and Durban, writes 
W. L. Speight in the Nautical Ma- 


* | gazine. 


Early Days of Natal Line. 

Mesers. Bullard, King & Co. be- 
gan the Natal Line at about the 
time of the Indian mutidy by send- 
ing the brig Priscilla to Durban 
with a party of missionaries. 
Afterwards they added the clippers 
Silvery Wave, Burton Stather, and 
Verulam to their fleet; nond of these 
vessels exceeded 450 tons regis- 
ter.’ The vessels of the Aberdeen 
Line at this time were of similar 
size, the only exception being the 
Palala. 

The Bar. 

The bar at Durban was o serious 
obstacle to speedy transhipment of 
passengers and goods, Sailing 
vessels were generally able to cross 
safely, but: when in 1980 the new 
950 tons net register steamer Pon- 
gola sailed across the bar great 
developments were expected. Ten 
years later, when the coaster Mel- 
rose literally scraped over this obs- 
tacle, the water was.only a little 
over 12 feet deep. To-day vesseis 
drawing over 82 feet can gail over

The Pongola was the first steam- 
er of the Natal Line, and was 
followed in 1881 by tha Limpopo, 
and in 1882 by the Congella. The

inner. harbour and berthed at the 
wharf, Since then mail steamers 
have regularly sailed into the inner 
harbour, and with the, reconstruc- 
tion work of recent years and the 
continued dredging of the channel 
it Ia possible for very, large ships 
now to. sail to the inner harbour. 
Systematic: dredging has been the 
solution te Durban's harbour dif- 
‘ficulties, ‘The channel, is kept at a 
regular ‘level, and ,steamera with a 
draught of up to 30 feet can enter 
without difficulty. ; 

Durban has always been the port 
at which Indian ‘immigrants were 
disembarked. Previous to 1889 the 
Umvoti and the Quathlamba pro- 
vided all the trarfsport needed be- 
tween India and Natal, but in that 
year the Bullard King Line under- 
took ‘this service and placed the 
Pongola and the Congella, up to 
then used on the Durban-London 
service, on this work. ‘After thia 
few sailing vessele were used on 
the Indian and South African ser- 
vice, . 

Up to the, declaration of the late 
war, the Bullard King Line sent a 
monthly steamer to London, a visit 
being paid to Bombay on the way. 
When the Indian immigration ser- 


vice was at its most prosperous’ 


phase this company. ran five ateam- 
ers between Durban and India, as 
well managing an alternate ten 
days’ service to London; this was 
in conjunction with the Aberdeen 
Line, 
Geld Fields’ Development. 

But Durban seems to have owed 
its early development to’ the gold- 
fields rather than to the Indian im- 
migration. This port was much 
nearer ‘the Rand, than Cape Town, 
and for this reason mor2 suitable 
for off-loading the machinery and. 
stores required on the goldfields. 
But until the depth of water over 
the: bar was increased the size of 


the fleet, The Aberdeen Line fol- 
lowed soon after with a steam ser- 
vice, and other lines also took 
keener interest in Durban. In 1885 
a néw service, the Suter-Williams 
Line, built the Natal Merchaut and 
the Cape Merchant, but did not 
succeed so well as expected, and after 
about twelve months’ trading the 
vessels were sold to Donald Currie
